The tobaeoo orop of the United 
States for this year, according to the 
latest available Government statistics, 
promises to be 349,204,000 pounds 
heavier than last year's crop, although 
the final estimates may alter the fig- 
ures slightly. The month of July ap- 
parently was a favorable period for 
the rapid and healthy growth of the 
crop in practically every important 
tobacco producing center. 

The estimated production, based up- 
on the condition qf the growing crop 
as of August 1 la 9,981,000 pounds 
greater than the estimated yield based 
upon the prevailing oondltloa July 1. 
The average eoadlttoa tor the entire 
country August 1, 19M, Is S per cent 
better than tho ten-year aTorage. 

The Keatneky orop of 19SS probably 
win show aa Ineroaae over laat year of 
close to 200,000,000 pounds, the gain 
Indicated la tho liugust report reach- 
ing tho remarkable total of 194,569,000 
pounds. Other Importaiit producing 
states, including 'Virginia, the Caro- 
llnas, Ohio, and Tennesaco ,all show 
material Increases In yield compared 
with last year's final estimate.

Democrats, no doubt, constitnte a species, but numerooi and con- 
fusing varieties have developed. Mr. "Wilson and Mr. Bryan, for ox- 
( mple, are as far apart aa Bohippus a^id xMan of ^Var. William Ran- 
dolph Qearst and Mr. UnderwooJd ard at remote from eaeh other as 
a plesiosaur is from a chameleon. 

Without commanding leadership in Congress the Democrats have 
become considerably mixed and diversified, and they no longt r r. ad 
toward public question in th traditional way and with satistyiug 
nniformity.

Compers and his associatea are wrong is that, while 
inveighing a{?aiiist the tyranny of capital^ tHey strr\e to establish a 
tyranny of labor. This is a free country, yet, when a strike is de- 
clared, union labor denies to other workers the right to employment 
on the job vacated by the striker regardless of the fact, as in the casc^' 
of the railroad and coal strikes, the food an dfuel supplies of the 
Nation may be shut off, industry halted and millions of persons suffer 
in purse or, possibly, hunger. 

In the matter of wages there has been criticism of the American 
Federation of Labor itself. A few years ago there was an account 
printed of employees in the federation headquarters in Washington 
asking more pay because- they were getting le^ than the ruling scale 
and, when the increase wisrefnaed, orgMiiaitajg a -private onion of 
their own and threatening to strike and expose Gompera aa "unfair" 
to honest labor, whereupon Mr. Gompers capitulated. 

If those employees had gone out would Mr. Gompers have permit- 
ted the ofBce busineaa of tbe federation to Bt«p for all the time thi 
striken were out or would be hare tried to get other tslerks of would 
be and his aaaociatea have done the work themselves?

j>ossible to give impartial judgments. As proof he points out that 
important decisions have been against labor six to three, the reprc 
sentatives of the public and the railroads making the majority. Would 
he oonaider it impartial had the decisions ben for labor? 

The labor problem never will be on the way to solution until it is 
considered less with ])assion and prejudice and more with aanity and 
piain oommou sense. — ^Philadelphia Public Ledger.

.Vow lifo will he put iTitii worn 
on hundreds «f Kentucky farms In the 
near future through the use of winter 
cover crops which will bo seeded this 
fall and turned undor in the spring tor 
purpose of adding; humus to the land, 
according 1o R. E. Stephenson, soils 
estoslon specialist of the College of 
Acrleulturc. Ryu will be the principal 
crop used tor this purpose, many 
farmers having made arrangements to 
sow tbe seed as soon as their tobacco, 
soybeans, cowpeas or corn are har- 
vested. Farmers who turn theee cover 
crops under in the spring tor green 
manure will obtain a number ot bene- 
nu through the addltkm ot humus 
which Is the greatesjt single need ot 
jadly worn soils, ha added. 

"Exhausted soils do not contain the 
bacteria that lime and multiply In the 
presence of humus and add "life" to 

ertile soils." Mr. Stephenson pointed 
out in oxplaininn how the depleted soil 
}f the state would be benefited by the 
-over crops that are turned under. 
These baclcria cause manure and crop 

esidues to decay and give up tlu> ele- 
ments that contribute toward croii 
;rowth. In addition, this process also 
makes tbe mineral portions of the soil 
more a\'allable. 

"Humus also i>orforms an important 
iiervlce in Improving tbe physical con- 
dition of the soil. Soils that are rich 
in humus are moUow and friable aud 
till easily while the humus also ab- 

orbs rainfall and holds It until times 
of drouth. On the other hand, this 
same material promotes good drainage 
during the times ot surplus rainfall 
and retards the washing that causes 
many soils to lose muoh Of their fer- 
tility. 

■Perhaps the greatest value of 

humus comes from the plant food it 
contains. Coming as It does from tbe 
partial decay of plant and animal pro- 
ducts, it contains tbe elements such 
as nitrogen, lime phosphorous and poi - 
aBsiuni that are necessary before 
heavy yields can be obtained."

Unless the triumvirate succeeds, the 
Free State may collapse, due to activ- 
ities ot the rebels under Eamon De 
Valera, which again would bring Brit- 
ish forces to Ireland.
